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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 15-32 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendments filed on October 12, 
2004 and April 12, 2005, the terminal disclaimer filed on October 12, 2004 and April 12, 2005. 
The closest prior art in the record is Diamandis et al, (US Patent No. 5,552,283, filed on 
February 14, 1995). This prior art does not teach a formula C a =Cl (L a -s- L L ) wherein L A is not 
equal to L L . This prior art either alone or in combination with the other art in the record does not 
teach or reasonably suggest a mixture of primers which comprise all of the limitations recited in 
claims 15 and 25.
